mulating its own tax cut bill 
ap p ears lik ely to ignore 
Ford’s spending ceiling and 
pass its own tax cut plan.

Action on tax cuts is e x ­ 
pected today or Wednesday 
by the 
House 
Ways and 
Means Committee.

dependent — would be about 
$11 billion greater than the

To Alaska 
Fleet Ends Journey 


The last unit of a fleet of 15 
ocean-going barges, laden 
with vital 
equipment 
for 
developm ent of A laska’s 
Prudhoe 
Bay 
oil 
field, 
arrived 
at 
Prudhoe 
Bay 
after a dramatic 
voyage 
across 180 miles of icy water 
passage from Point Barrow, 
Atlantic Richfield Co. has 
announced. 
“We are greatly pleased at 
the successful movement of 
the barges to Prudhoe Bay 
u n d e r 
a b n o r m a l l y 
challenging 
conditions,” 
said Louis F. Davis, vice 
chairman of Atlantic Rich­ 
field. 
“ Now, 
we 
are 
no 
longer dependent upon a 1976 
sealift 
for 
having 
field 
production ready at 6000,000 
barrels per day for the trans 
Alaska pipeline as scheduled 
in mid-1977.” 
The unusual contingent 
reached 
its 
destination 
during the past two days 
behind the pa th-break ingulf 
the Coast Guard icebreaker 
Burton Island and the cut­ 
ters Citrus and Storis 
Promptly on arrival, the 
huge barges, towed in by 15 


tugboats, were maneuvered 
toward positions that would 
facilitate unloading of their 
cargo. Lightering b arg es
